~ THE MONETARY SERIES OF IRAN 
XVI-XIX CENTURIES 


During the reign of Shah Is- 
matil (1501-1524), the politi- 
cal identity of Iran was re+ 
stored, which was interrupted 
for centuries since the down- 
fall of the Sassanians. After 
shaking off the political for- 
eign yoke, at the beginning of 
the XVI century the monetary 
circulation in Iran embarked 
into a new phase of its devel- 
opment. This was characterized 
with the extensive monetary is- 
sues of the local dynasties, 
especially the Safavids, Af- 
sharids, Zengids, and Qajars. 
Until 1877, the coins were 
struck manually in Iran, but 
from then on they were produced 
with the machines imported from 
Burope. Presently, numerous 
specimens of XVI-XIX century 
monetary denomination of Iran 
are preserved in different mu- 
seums. Their iconographic and 
metrological data present im- 
portant oppurtunities to study 
historical problems of that 
period. 

The coins of the shahs, dur- 
ing the initial period, were 
inscribed in Arabic, but later 
mostly in Persian. The coins 
were issued in Iran without 
pictures as was the custom in 
the Muslim world, but basically 
in Farsi inscription. The titles 
of the ruling shahs, théir names, 
and religious quotes are men- 
tioned on the coins. In contrast 
to the Ottoman Empire and Arab 
caliphate, where the Sunnite 
was very deeply rooted, the 
Shiite was the generally 
accepted faith in Iran. The 
slogans of the Shiites expres- 
Sing the faith that "Ali and 
the Imams as the only rightful 
successors of Muhammad" and the

names of twelve Imams are en- 
graved on the coins. Occasional- 
ly, instead of religious quotes, 
verses were struck on the coins. 
In various states of Iran, coins 
in gold, silver, and copper 
were issued simultaneously, 
which entered into circulation 
according to predetermined mm- 
etary weights and different 
monetary nominations. 

In relation to industrial 
development, the prices of met- 
als were changed frequently in 
the markets of Iran. In many 
districts the exchange of gold, 
silver, and copper were expres- 
sed in different measures and 
weights. In striking metallic 
coins, the local rulers contin- 
uously changed the legally ac- 
cepted weight and issued coins 
of lighter weights or debased 
value. 

In the departments of revenue 
service, the coins known as 
ashrafi, muhr-ashrafi, tankah, 
tuman, ruvie, abbasi, mahmudi, 
shahi, bisti, ghazbeki, rial, 
kran, dinar, and others were 
known, which were frequently 
mentioned in the ledgers of the 
local and foreign merchants. 
The silver coins circulated 
rather frequently, but the gold 
coins were issued comparatively 
in small quantities. 

At the beginning of the XVI 
century, particularly during 
the reign of Shah Isma'il (1501- 
1524),. the gold coin was rec- 
ognized as ashrafi. It was is- 
ssued in 3.52 gm. high quality 
gold. The relation of gold to 
silver, in the XVI-XVII centu- 
ries, was 1:10.5 or 1:12.63 
and sometimes 1:16. Eventually, 
the weight of ashrafi was re- 
duced in the XVIII century to 
3.45 em. The value of ashrafi 
was equalized to the Dutch 
ducat, which circulated widely 
in the international market.

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During the reign of Nadir Shah 
(1736-1744), starting in 1737, 
the striking of muhr-ashrafi gold 
coin, copied from neighboring 
India and approximately 11 em. 
in weight, was initiated. 
Muhr-ashrafis were issued in 
1, 1/2, and 1/4 denominations. 
They served a practical value 
in external and internal trade. 
In various establishments the 
daily accounting was conducted 
in according to the principle 
of tuman. The tuman represented. 
10,000 silver dinars; 1 silver 
dinar was equal to 6 dirhams, 
that is, 3 misghals or 12.90 
gm. The tuman was probably re- 
tained from the Tartar-Mongol 


‘ period of domination (XIII- 


XIV centuries). However, the 
monetary weights did not remain 
constant, they changed contin- 
uously. During the reign of 
Suleiman Shah (1667-1694), one 
gold tuman was 23.32 gm. During 
the reign of Aga-Muhammad (1770- 
1797) it was limited to 16 pm. 
and was issued in 8, 4, and 2 
gm., that is 1/2, 1/4, and 1/8 
denominations. Later, the tumm 
was debased greatly. and,* in 
1812, it presented 3.5 gm, and 
much less in 1878: 2.85 gm. 
Tumans of 10, 5, 2, 1/2, and 
other denominations were issued. 
The role of a monetary denomi- 
nation, known as abbasi had a 
lasting importance in Iran. 
Previously, in the XVI century, 
along the line of silver coins, 
a denomination known as tankah, 
4.6 gm. was accepted. In the 
future this denomination was 
debased to 3.89 gm. They were 
struck in the units of 1 and 2 
tankahs, that is in 3.89 and 
7.78 gem. high quality silver 
coins respectively. 

During the reign of Shah

the reign of Shah Muhan- 
mad Khudabanaa (1578-1587) the 
Silver coins, weighing 1/2 ab- 
basi, were called mahmudi. The 
exchange of 1 silver abbasi was 
equal to 2 mahmudis, or 4 
shahis, or 10 bistis, or 40 
copper gazbekis, or 200 dinars. 
The dinar was accepted as an 
accounting denomination. At the 
beginning of the XVIII century 
the silver denomination, abbasi, 
was debased. 

With the executive order of 
Nadir Shah (1736-1747), a new 
monetary denomination was estab- 
lished: rupie Indian name, or 
was called nadiri as it was 
accepted in Iran. The legal 
weight of the latter was 11.53 
gm., that is, equivalent to 
24 times the weight of abbasi, 
or 500 times of dinar, and fre- 
guently was called panchsad-dinar. 
In contrast to the past, during 
reign of Fath-'Ali (1797-1837), 
a new monetary series called 
rial was introduced. In 1799 1 
rial presented 1C.49 gm. silver, 
but din 1816 it was debased and 
limited to 9.33 em. This series 
of silver coins icluded 13, 
1/2, 1/h, and 1/8 denominations 
of rial. In accounting, 1 rial 
was considered equal to 1250 
dinars. In addition to these, 
in 1826, a 1,000 dinar denomi- 
nation was issued in 7 gm. 
weight. In book keeping it was 
Called kran, which was reduced 
to 4.94 em. silver.

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The silver kran was issued in 
4.0 gm. and in difference to 

the old kran it was called new 
kran (taza kran or puli charki). 
The values of 500, 1,000, 2,000, 
5,000 dinars were inscribed on 
the new krans as well as the 
coat of arms of the government: 
the walking lion holding a sword 
and the sun with rays. 

At the end of the XIX century 1 
gold ashrafi was exchanged for 20 
Silver krans, however, 1 silver 
kran was equivalent to 20 silver 
shahis. Krans of 5, 2, 1, and 
1/4 denomination were issued. 
Extensive minting of 1 and 2 
shahis, an alloy of nickel and 
bronze, displaying the lion and 
sun, had started. 

Copper coins were localized 
and were issued to meet the 
local requirements. Each city 
struck her copper coins re- 
flecting her own civic image 
and iconography. The price 
varied in different cities. A 
copper coin, issued in one 
civic center, generally, would 
not go beyond the limits of 
that city. The copper coins is- 
sued in the XVI-XVII centuries 
were recognized as gazbeki. 
They were issued in 1/2, I, 2, 
4 and in exceptional cases 8 
gazbeki denominations. 

During the middle of the 
VII century the average weight 
of a copper coin was 5. em. 
The exchange of: silver and 
copper was taking place 1:40. 
At the end of the AVIiI 
century the word gazbeki was 
practically removed from the 
copper coins in Persian but 
with Arabic letters falus was 
inscribed on the coins. It was 
the plural of the word fals, 
retained from the days of Arab 
caliphate, and it was understood 
for the singular meaning.

The Umayyad copper coins, struck in Dvin, for internal circulation, 
present important numismatic data. The Abbasid copper coin hoards 
struck in the VIII century in Bardaa have circulated widely in 
Dvin and outline the relations of Armenia and Caucasian Albania. 
The silver coins were important for the international trade. The 
Umayyad and Abbasid dirhams, found in the Arminiyah state of the 
Arab Caliphate, testify that the international trade has brought 
silver coins struck in numerous prosperous Arab cities. The presence 
of new coins along with the ancient coins and their practical 
significance in the trading process is noteworthy. The data of the 
examination of the monetary circulation in the Armenian, Georgian, 
and Caucasian Albanian markets of Arminiya state outline the fol- 
lowing international relations of Armenia: L Armenia is linked to 
the markets of the Arab states of Syria, “esopotamia, Iraq, and 
Mediterranean Africa. Along with this general direction, the sil- 
ver coins struck in Wasit, Dimishq, Qinnasrin, Madinat al-Salam, 
al-Kufah, al-Basrah, Ras al-Ayin, Musul, Nisibin, Harran, al- 
Abbasiyah, etc., have circulated in Armenia. 2. Armenia is also 
linked to the markets of the Iranian states of Adharbayjan, Jabal, 
Khuzistan, and Fars. The 4Arabicized dirhams struck in Muhammadiyah 
(Rayy), Isbahan, Hamadan, al-Ahwaz, Shiraz, Ram-Hurmuz, etc., have 
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circulated in Armenia. Silver coins struck in central Asia, have 
entered Armenia via the markets of Iran. The international trade 
has carried Arabicized silver dirhams to Europe within the general 
flow of the monetary circulation in three fundamental directions. 
The coin hoards, discovered in the European countries, reveal that 
the silver dirhams issued in Arminiyah, Arran, Madin Bajunais, 
Harunabad, al-Bab, Dabil, Tiflis, Nisibin, etc., are present with 
other Arab silver dirhams.

and Erato on the reverse of a bronze coin, which, till recently,

In both cases 
the obverse depicts Christ standing left and the king, on the right 
side, kneeling to left with a crown on his head, and a form of light 
descending from above. The descending light also is subdivided into

made on Armenian H and A letters appearing on some coins as the 

integral part of descending light. The author concludes that the 
single lion coronation tram is relatively rare, whereas the double 
lion coronation tram constitutes approximately two percent of

The treasury of the Ottoman Empire was in poor condition during 
the second half of the XIX century. A monetary crisis was created 
due to the shortage of small change. The people belonging to dif- 
ferent communities started issuing tokens similar to postagé 
stamps, printed on paper or metal, prepared by the churches, 
Mosques, synagogues, organizations, individuals, etc. On this 
occasion two letters (dated 1878), belonging to the archives of 
the Armenian Patriarchate of Constantinople, are published, which 
shed light on the publication of these church tokens.

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ON OTTOMAN COINS 


The first Ottoman coins were 
struck in the city of Bursa in 
A.H. 725 (A.D. 1326). These 
coins, inscribed in Arabic with 
the name of sultan Urkhan (132- 
1360), are the earliest coins 
of the Ottoman Empire. Ottoman 
coins were struck not only on 
the lands of the Byzantine civ- 
ilization in Asia Minor, where 
the Turks had entered with 
might, but on the lands of 
other countries which were oc- 
cupied by the Ottoman armies. 
Presently, numerous coins are 
kept in the centers of oriental 
studies. They offer important 
data for the history of the 
Ottoman Empire. Many changes 
have taken place in the econony 
of the Ottoman Empire and it 
is about those changes they 
communicate first: the metallic 
coins, since they are the nu- 
mismatic testaments to the 
changes of the past. On the 
coins, with Arabic letters,. 
they have inscribed the prayers 
of the Sunni Muhammadan faith, 
the names of the first four 
orthodox caliphs, verses re- 
lating to socio-economic re- 
lations, good wishes, the names 
and titles of the ruling sultan, 
the mints, the dates, and other 
information. 

The Ottoman Empire undertook 
the development of its own 
monetary series after studying 
the principles of numismatics 
of the Seljuqs and the Europe- 
ans, especially the gold and 
silver coins of Holland and of 
the prosperous Italian cities 
of Venice and Florence: the 
weight and measures of guldens, 
ducats, and talers. The coins

The most 
important of these were Bursa, 
Edirne, Islambul, Baghdad, 
Constanta, - Giimitsh- Khane, 
Ganja, Arzarim, Airavan, 
Nakhjevan, Van, Serajevo, 
Belgrad, and other cities. 
Until 18hb, the coins were 
hammered manually, but then 
they were minted with the ma- 
chines. The coins were issued 
in gold, silver; copper, and 
much later in nickel and alu- 
minum. They appeared in circu- 
lation with the names of _.

mejidiye, akche, para, kharube, 
hurush, sebili, etc. 

Various monetary names, de- 
parting from the general form, 
are mentioned in the account- 
ing documents for the same 
denomination. However, it 
must be mentioned that many 
questions relating to the mon- 
étary weight and measure of 
the coinage of Ottoman Empire, 
unfortunately, still remain in 
darkness. A gold coin known as 
the altun, 3.43 em., 995 parts 
pure, was the most widely 
accepted coin from the XV-XVIT 
centuries. The earliest altun 
was issued during the reign of 
Muhammad II, after the occupat- 
ion of Constantinople (1453). 
Beside the basic denomination, 
fractions of 1/2 and 1/4 
altuns were issued. In the XV 
century. 1 gold coin was ex- 
changed for 60 silver coins. 
In the XVIII century, due to 
the devaluation of silver, the 
exchange was taking place at 
1:300, much later at 1:400. In 
1711 a new denomination named 
zecmahbub, was issued with 
2.59 em. of pure gold.

(1.6 gm.), and ghezi (1.8 gm.), 
in 1828 was struck. With the .- 
decree of sultan 'Abd-al- 
Mejid, in 1844, a new gold 
coin was adopted of 7.216 gm. 
and of high quality pure gold. 
In circulation they were known 
as the mejidiye. Accordingly, 
1 mejidiye was equal to 100 
silver ghurushes. In addition 
to the basic denomination, 

1/2 and 1/4 mejidiyes were 
issued. In the remote corners 
of the empire, i.e. Algeria 

in the XVII-XVIII centuries, 
the Ottoman gold was called 
sultani or altun sultani, 
which was issued in basic 
denominations as well as its 
1/2 and 1/4 unit fractions. 

The gold for Egypt, during 
the period 1885 to 1902, was 
issued in’ Berlin, 875 parts 
pure gold, 8.5 gm. That gold 
was brought from Guinea and 
known in Egyptian markets as 
Guine Misri. 

The silver coins were issued 
in extensive quantity. The 
earliest had appeared in 
circulation in the XIV century. 
The silver coin was reorgani- 
zed in the whole empire as 
akche. At the beginning, the 
akche presented 2.4 gm. of 
pure silver. The word akche 
in Turkish means white and is 
derived from the Greek word 
aspron. in fact, the color cof 
Silver had the linguistic 
expressicn coming from ancient 
times. In Armenian sources the 
silver is also frequentiy 
mentioned with white or moon. 
In the XVII century, the weight 
of the akche was reduced 
drastically to 0.33-0.13 gm. 
Till the beginning of the XIX 
century, the accounting was 
conducted in akeches. According- 
ly, 10 akche was equal to 1

There were also local 
idiosyncracies in the monetary 
economy. 

A silver coin known as the 
tanga, with 3.6-4.0 gm. as the 
average weight, was issued in 
the territory occupied from 
the XVI to the XVII centuries. 
A silver coin known as the 
double akche (2.20-2.50 gem.) 
was struck in Ganja during the 
reign of Muhammad III (1593- 
1603). A silver coin known as 
para entered into circulation 
in 1623. At the beginning, they 
were struck in 1.10 gm., but 
later devalued to 0.22-0.C6 em., 
that is, they were equalized to 
the weight of 1 akche and was 
accepted as such during com- 
mercial transactions. However, 
in both of the noted denomi- 
nations, the silver represented 
almost half of the weight or 
sometimes less than half of 
the mixture. 

The devaluation of the Otto- 
man coins in Egyptian and North 
African territories was noted 
with the monetary weight of 
the medino and the kharube. ‘he 
medino was struck in Egypt dur 
ing the period from 1412 to 
1421, in 1.5 gm. silver, but 
a few centuries later (1757- 
1773), it was debased to 0.22 
em. The square shaped kharube 
was struck of silver (1.5 gm.) 
in Tunis, Morocco and in other 
locations in 1.0 gem. during 
the reign of sultan Murad III 
(1574-1595), but with almost 
half as much weight of silver, 
0.5-0.6 gm., during the reign 
of Ahmed I (1603-1617). 

A silver denomination of the 
Ottoman series, the ghurush, 
was very well recognized. The 
name ghurush was noted first 
in the inscriptions of sultan 
Bayazid (1389-1402), and es- 
pecially in 1393. This was

Western European silver piaster 
or usually with the nomination 
of grosso or groshen. Accord- 
ingly, the ghurush was the 
Turkish form of the Western 
European grosh. During the 
reign of sultan Suleyman III 
(1687-1691), the striking of 
the ghurush in extensive quan- 
tity was initiated with the 
special reform, limited to 
19.25 gm. of silver. One ghu- 
rush was equal to 40 varas or 
2/3 of the gulden of southern 
Germany. The weight of the 
ghurush was raised to 26 gm. 

of silver in 1719, equalizing 
it to the European taler. In 
1770, it was devalued to its 
original weight, 19.25 em. of 
silver, but later the weight 
was reduced drastically in 1810, 
to its present 4.65 gm. of sik 
ver. Inspite of the changes oc- 
curing in weight, 5, 23, 2, 1%, 
and 1 ghurush denominations 
were introduced as well as the 
fractions of 1/4, 1/3, 1/2, and 
3/h; accordingly, expressed in 
paras, they have been called 
besh-paralik (5), on-paralik 
(10), yigirmi-paralik (20), 
otuz-paralik (30), etc. From 
1833 to 1839, the ghurush de- 
nominations were issued in 
double of their weight (6, 3, 
and 14). The 6 ghurush denomi- 
nation (the altilik), presented 
12.5 gm of silver. 

During the reign of Mahmud II 
(1808-1839) , the silver was re- 
duced in the metal fabric of 
the coin and was struck as a 
billon. In 1844, with the re- 
form of sultan 'Abd-al-Mejid 
(1839-1861), a new monetary 
denomination called the mejid- 
iye was adopted, which was is- 
sued in comparatively (830 
parts in po male ee higher 
quality silver, 24 gm.

which was about one third of 
its original weight, 3.97 gem. 
During this period (xix centu- 
ry), the bujun was recognized 
in Algeria as the basic mone- 
tary denomination, which was 
four times less than its orig- 
inal weight, that is, about 
2.5 em. ,of silver content. The 
word bujun is frequently men- 
tioned in Algeria with the 
name ghurush. In Turkish the 
word biittin means completeness, 
in Algeria the word had receiv- 
ed localized expression, the 
form of bujun. 

About the copper coins, the 
earliest and most widely circu- 
lated coin was known as the 
manghir. The manghir had vrac- 
tical use particularly during 
the XIV-XVII centuries and was 
issued in various weights. Dur 
ing the reign of sultan Urkhan 
(1326-1359), it presented 
0.90-3.32 gm. of copper, and 
sometimes reached 4.26 gm. dur- 
ing the reign of Ahmed I (1603- 
1617), the manghir was issued 
in 9.40-12.10 em. Its relation 
ship with_silver is a different 
subject. In the XVI century, 

16 and sometimes 8 parts of cop 
per were exchanged to 1 part of 
silver. In 1687, during trading, 
2 manghirs were accepted for l 
akche (1.6 gn. of silver), but 
later, the differences between 
them disappeared and 1] manghir 
became equal to 1 akche. In the 
remote corners of the empire, 
the copper coins were recognized 
with the name fals or fulus. 

With the reform of 1844, 1 
fals was issued in approximately 
2 em. of copper. Durins the 
reign of 'Abd-al-Aziz (1861- 
1876) , in the different diss 
tricts of Africa, a copper coin

in 3.75 gm., known as the kha- 
rube, was issued. The kharube 
was issued in 2, 4, and 8 unit 
denominations, as well as in 
1/2 and 1/4 units. In Algeria, 
the copper coin was called the 
aspershik, 5 of which were 2.3 
gm. in weight. 

The copper coin called the 
para, 95 percent copper, re- 
ceived a wide circulation. Af- 
ter the reform of 1844, 1 para 
presented about 1.0 gm. of cop- 
per; according to that weight, 
the para was issued in 5, 10, 
20, and 40 unit face values. 

At the end of the XIX century, 
alloys and especially nickel, 
instead of copner, were utilized 
to mint coins. The nickel is 
being employed for the same 
purvose even in our days.

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Commemorative medals, in the 

names of Alexan, son of Masehi, 
and Ohan Khalendarians, were 
engraved in the Armenian colony 
of Amsterdam, Holland in the 
eighteenth century. Armenian and 
foreign scholars have been in- 
terested with these medals in 
the nineteenth century. Articles 
have been written on this subject 
by van der Loon, I. Dirks, A. 

O. van Kerkwijk, V. Torgomian, 
van der Meer, van der Voort, 

and others. Seven medals attrib- 
uted to Alexan (four in geld, 
one in silver, two in lead) and 
two medals attributed to Uhan 
(silver and brass) are discussed. 
Both groups of medals are very 
similar in design but differ in 
inscription; they reflect ico- 
nography relating to the Armenian 
family way of life and religious 
faith.
